THAT  Aggregate  Philofopher,  *  Mr* 
Ifaac  Bickerjlajf, \  of  moft  memora¬ 
ble  Countenance ,  does, I  remember, 
in  feveral  of  his  Moral  Aphorifms,  make  ve¬ 
ry  honourable  Mention  of  himfelf,  for  fuch 
of  his  EfTays,  as  were  levelled  at  the  gene¬ 
ral  Benefit  of  Mankind ;  and,  upon  this 
l^ead*  does  fairly  give  himfelf  the  Prefe¬ 
rence  to  all  the  Learned,  his  Contempo¬ 
raries,  from  Dr. Sw—ft  himfelf  evendown 
to  Poet  Cr—fpe  of  the  Cuftom-Houfe* 

This,  with  due  RefpeCt  to  his  Memory* 
favours  fomewhat  more  of  Self-love,  than 
cou’d  be  well  expeCted  from  fo  unbya/s'd  a 
Philofopher  i  For  I  can  fee  no  Reafon,  nor 
do  I  believe  he  himfelf  cou’d,  why  the 
elaborate  Productions  of  tnofe  who  fweat 
hard  to  refeue  the  laudable  ACtions  of  the 
Town,  or  Corporation,  where  they  either 
were  born,  or  of  which  they  were  Inhabit 
tants,  from  the  Jaws  of  Oblivion,  and 
tranfmit  them  with  Decency  to  Pofferity, 

A  ihould 
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fhou’d  not  deferve,  at  leaft,  an  equal  En¬ 
comium.  ,  .  ,  r: 

Upon  this  Confideration  I  have,  with 
unwearied  Application  and  no  fmall  Ex¬ 
pence  in  Coffee  and  Tobacco,  perufed  all 
the  NeotegraphicalTraffs  as  well  Foreign  as 
Dotpeftick,  lately  publifhed  by  thofe  pain¬ 
ful  and  accurate  Penmen,  the  News - 
‘f niters,  as  the  Vulgar  term  them,  that 
I  might  throughly  inform  my  felf,  what 
Account  they  gave  the  World,  of  the 
Magnificent  Reception,  which  the  In¬ 
habitants  of  this  Ancient  and  Noble 
City  of  Edthj  gave  to  the  invaluable 
Prefent,  which  you  did  them  the  Honour 
lately  to  make  them  ;  And  fee  whether 
they  handled  fo  important  a  Point,  with 
that  Nicety  of  Truth,  knd  Majefty  df 
Stile,  that  the  Hiftory  of  fo  folemn  a  Ce¬ 
remony  required.  But,  to  my  great  A- 
ftonifhment,  and  much  greater  Concern,  I 
found  ’em  all,  (to  their  Difcredit  be  it

-Naturae,  or  at  leaf!:,  had  happen’d  in  the 
dark  Days  of  Popery  and  Ignprance.

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Spleen  and  Envy  :  And  (God  forgive  me)  I 
have  a  ftrong  Sufpicion,that  my  very  good 
Friend, /the  indefatigable  and  judicious  Mr, 
Abel ,  whom  I  look  upon  to  be  the  Preident 
of  all  the  Hebdomadal  Writers  of  thisCV/z- 
tury,  has  a  great  deal  to  anfwer  on  this 
Head.  In  Love  therefore  to  the  Town  of 
Bath,  to  which  I  have  the  Honour  of  being 
Phyfcian  in  Ordinary:  And,  out  of  my 
moft  profound  Refpeft,  Sir,  for  your  Vene¬ 
rable  Perfon,  (whofe  unparallel’d  Bounty, 
I  would  gladly  fee  perpetuated  to  all  fuc- 
ceeding  Ages)  I  have  diligently  coafulted 
Our  Publick  Records ,  and  with  utmoft 
Fidelity  tranferibed  from  them  the  follow¬ 
ing  Copy.

€  a  Company  of  fuch  bright  Men,  efpeciah 
4  ly  upon  fo  ticklifh  a  Subject,  who  fhou’d 
4  come  in,  but  Mr/  Ifaac  Bickerjlajf. \  Intel] i- 
4  gencer  .General  of  the  Town,  by  whofe 
4  earneft  Looks,  and  violent  Panting  for 
4  Breath,  they  foon  perceived,  that  he  was 
4  big  with  fome  Occurrence  of  Moment, 
4  of  which  he  wanted  to  be  immediately 
4  delivered. 

But,  before  I  proceed  any  further  in  this 
great  Undertaking,  I  find  my  felf  obliged, 
Mofi Learned  Sage ,  by  the  Rules  of  Method* 
to  make  a  fmall  Digreffion  in  order  to  give 
you  a  curfory  Defcription  of  the  Perfcn,

Mr.  Ifaac ,  you  muff  know,  Sir,  is  much 
about  your  own  Age  and  Size,  and,  if  I  may 
credit  thole  who  pretend  to  know  you,  not

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unlike  you  in  the  Face.  He  is  of  a  Satur¬ 
nine  Complexion,  not  without  fome  vifible 
Indications  of  fuffering  much  by  the  Ob- 
ItruCtions  in  the  Hippocondria ,  from  whence 
heavy  and  Caliginous  Fumes  continually 
afcending  to  the  Region  of  his  Head,  do 
powerfully  invade  the  Territory  of  his 
Brain, where, meeting  with  littleRefiftance, 
through  the  too  much  Natural  Imbecilli- 
ty  of  the  Fart,  they  make  a  molt  fad 
HavOck  in  the  Glandula  Pinealis .  This 
renders  him  anxious  all  the  While  he 
is  awake,  difturbs  him  when  afleep, 
and  makes  him  dream  of  Nothing  elfe  but 
Chains ,  G allies ,  Gibbets Rarv-heads  and 
Bloody -bonesy  by  the  terrifying  Relation  of 
which,  he  often  frightens  many  of  the 
Children  of  Her  Majefty’s  good  Subjects 
from  their  Bread  and  Butter* 

He  has  naturally  a  downcaft  foreboding 
Afpeft,  which,  they  of  the  Country  here¬ 
abouts,  call  zHangingLookfind  an  unfeemlv 
Manner  of  Stareing,  with  his  Mouth  wide 
open,  and  Under-Lip  propending,  efpecially 
when  any  Ways  difturb’d  ;  which  is  a  ve¬ 
hement  Diagnofis 7  that  there  is  a  great 
Relaxation  in  the  Optutk-Nerves^  by  which 
their  Communication  with  the  Pia  Mater 
is  become  unaCtive,  and  the  Poignancy  of 
the  Intellects  render’d  Obtufe. 
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He  takes  a  great  Deal  of  Pains  to  per** 
fwade  his  Neighbours,  that  he  has  a  very 
fhort  Face,  and  a  little  flat  Nofe,  like  a  di- 
minitiveWart,  in  the  Middle  of  his  Vifage, 
becaufe  he  was  told  once  by  a  Dutch  For¬ 
tune-Teller,  that  high  hook’d  Nofes  were 
very  ominous,  and  denoted  Cowardice, 
whereas  that  other  Simmetry  was  an  in¬ 
fallible  Indication  of  Choler  predominant, 
which  *  he  hopes,  may  upon  Occafion  fup- 
ply  his  Natural  Want  of  Courage. 

His  Eyes  are  large  and  prominent,  too 
big  of  all  Confcience,  for  the  Conceit¬ 
ed  Narrownefs  of  his  Phiz,  and  have 
been  for  fome  Years  very  Subject  to 
an  Infirmity,  which  We  Doftors  call  the 
Gutta-Serena  ;  and  though  he  has  been 
often  told  of  the  wonderful  Cures  lately 
perform’d  by  the  Famous  Opthalmift  Dr„ 
Hen  rick,  all  over  the  Kingdom,  he  will 
not  be  perfwaded  to  make  ufe  of  him, 
but  calls  him  Quack,  at  the  fame  Time, 
that  he  knows  full  well,  that  the  honeft 
Doctor  is  allow’d  by  the  College  to  practice, 
after  a  molt  rigorous  Examination. 

His  Back,  tho’  not  very  broad,  is  well 
turn’d,  and  will  bear  a  great  deal  :  I  have 
ieen  him  my  felf,  more  than  once,  carry  a 
vaftLoad  of  Timber.  His  Legs  alfo  are  tole¬ 
rably  fubftantial,  and  can  Stride  very  wide 
upon  Occafion,  but  the  belt  Thing  about 
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h  a  hand  fame  Pair  of  Heels,  which  he 
takes  fpecial  Pride  to  fhew,  not  only  to  his 
Friends,  but  even  to  tbi  very  worft  of 
his  Enemies.  , 

As  to  his  Parts,  he  fets  up  for  a  Virtaofo,  a 
Philofopher ,  and  what  not !  And  does  not 
only  believe  it  himfelf,  but  has  perfwaded 
others  too,  that  he  has  a  Monjtroas  Wit  : 
One  Day,  he  gave  Bills  about  for  Folks  to 
come  and  fee  it,  but  unadvifedly  demand¬ 
ing  Two  Pence  a  Piece,  he  was  hils’d,  and 
hooted  at,  in  a  moll  unbecoming  Man¬ 
ner*  This  made  him  afterwards  be  feme, 
what  Cautious,  how  he  ventured  abroad 
with  it ;  And  it  is  obferved  that,  almoft: 
ever  fince,  all  his  Difcourfes  have  been 
gravely  dull,  without  the  feaft  larding  of 
Wit.  • 

Notwitbftanding  this,  Men  of  as  pro¬ 
found  Parts  as  himfelf  do  really  allow  that 
he  has  not  only  a  Genius  naturally  adapted 
to  Schemes  and  Projects,  but  wasaQualJy 
the  firft  In  veil  ter  of  Certain  furprifing 
Paper-Machines,  which,  by  only  looking 
upon  ’em,  make  People  almoft  as  wife 
as  they  were  before,  to  the  great  Wonder 
and  Satisfaction  of  all  the  Beholders.  It 
was  he  alfo,  that  firft  difcover’d  that  the 
Chin  of  Man  wasa  Mufical  Inftrument, 
and  taught  Boys  how  to  play  upon  it  ; 
a  Harmonylndeed  altogether  unknown  to 

Anti- 
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Antiquity.  And  lain  credibly  inform’d* 
thac  he  has  now  almoft  brought  to  Per¬ 
fection  a  Svftena,  for  fixing  the  Moveable 
Feafts,  after  fo  wonderful  a  Manner,  that 
from  this  prefent  Year  One  Thoufand  Seven 
Hundred  and  Thirteen ,  to  the  Year  Seventeen 
Thoufand  and  Twenty  Foury  inclufive,  Easier 
Day  may  always  fall  on  a  Sunday  ;  which 
muft  needs  be,  of  vaft  Ufe  towards  re¬ 
conciling  the  ill  natur’d  Difference  fo  long 
maintain’d  betwixt  the  Julian  and  Gre¬ 
gorian  Account. 

He  has  moreover  an  exquifite  Faculty 
in  finding  out  the  Harmony  of  Monojilla - 
hies ,  by  the  Help  of  which,  he  can  eafily 
mufter,  upon  Occafion,  a  Power  of 
pretty  Sounding  Words,  Signifying  Nor¬ 
thing.  This  he  calls  his  Art  of  Lerology, 
that  is*  of  faying  a  great  Deal  to  little 
Purpofe,  and  defigns  it  for  a  perpetual 
Fund  to  pay  his  Debts  with* 

It  is  reported  by  fome,  that  he  has  at¬ 
tain’d  the  Menjlruum  of  Hermes ;  and  can 
make  the  baieft  of  Dutch-Coin  pafs  for 
true  Sterling .  Others  will  have  it,  that 
he  Dreams  with  his  Eyes  open  ;  can 
diffolve  Ice  by  the  Help  of  Fire,  and  tell 
Boys  by  looking  in  their  Faces,  if  their 
Nofesftand  awry  ;  for  which  he  has  been 
reputed  a  Necromancer .  But  his  Mafter-Ta- 
lent  lies  in  picking  up,  and  retailing  of 
Threadbare  Stories :  And  it  is  to  his  won¬ 
derful 
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derful  Sagacity  herein,  that  we  of  this 
Town  owe  the  firft  Hints  of  the  Death  of 
that  worfhipful  Knight,  Sir  Roger  de  Co- 
•verly.  But  there  is  a  dreadful  Misfortune 
attends  him,  that  as  he  feldom  fpeaks 
Truth,  fo  he  is  feldom  or  never  believ’d  ; 
and  as  he  not  only  will  invent  moil  unmer¬ 
ciful  Relations  of  Matters  here  and  there 
tranfa&ed,  fo  he  has  another  Property,  that 
for  the  Heart’s  Blood  of  him,  he  cannot  tel! 
a  Story  as  it  is  told  him, but  let  it  be  never  fo 
often  repeated,  will  be  fure  to  endeavour 
to  adorn  it  with  his  own  Flourifhes,  and 
th  e  gentle  Reader  is  often  difappointed,when 
he  thinks  himfelf  fure  of  knowing  Some¬ 
thing  ;  which,  whether  it  proceeds  front 
any  Lefion,  or  DefeQ:  in  the  Cerebellum , 
from  aNatural  Dulnefs  of  Apprehenfion,or 
a  Deceptio  vifus  of  his  Memory,  will  appear 
one  of  thefe  Days,  when  his  Brains  come, 
after  a  decent  Execution ,  to  be  directed  at 
Surgeon's -Had- 

Altho’  fome  invidious  Perfons  have  en» 
deavour’d,  by  oblique  Hints,  to  fuggeft, 
that  he  is  no  Scholar,  it  is  a  moft  malicious 
Infinuation,  for,  to  my  own  Knowledge, 
he  went  fometimes  to  School,  when  he 
was  a  Boy  ;  and  I  can  folemnly  affirm,  that,, 
befides  a  curious  Dilfertation  which  he  has 
lately  publifh’d  upon  the  Liberty  and  Pro * 
petty  of  the  Three  great  contending  Rivals, 

C  WHO , 


WHO,  THAT ,  and  WHICH ;  and  the 
entertaining  Dialogues  betwixt  the  Watch¬ 
man  and  his  Goofe :  This  very  individual 
Mr,  j Bicker (l aff  has  actually  in  the 

Prels,  a  moft  Elaborate  Treatife}  which 
muft  needs  be  of  unconceivable  Emolu¬ 
ment  to  fuch  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
Wand,  as  can  neither  read,  nor  write; 
of  which,  I  am  told,  the  Generality  of  his 
Sublcribers  confift.  In  this  learned  Piece, 
Tis  faid,  he  has  demonftrated,  almoft  Ma¬ 
thematically,  with  what  Brightnefs  and 
Vivacity  he  can  abftra£l  Atts  of  Parlia¬ 
ment^  and,  that,  to  the  no  little  Mortifi¬ 
cation  of  fome  NoBurnal  Pains-Takers  a- 
bout  the  Temple ,  he  has  made  as  great  a 
Proficiency  in  the  Law ,  as  ever  he  did  in 
Phjftck  or  Divinitj>  or  any  other  Art  or 
Science. 

His  Elocution  is  not  what  ought  to  be 
leaft  admired :  And,  bateing  that  he  is 
very  apt  fometimes  to  miftake  one  Thing 
for  another,  I  know  no  Man  alive  will 
talk  more  of  Matters  altogether  beyond 
his  Reach  :  Which  I  take  to  proceed 
from  hence,  that  having  had  his  firft 
Education  in  a  Coffee-houie,  where  fuch 
Bright  Men,  as  Ton  and  I  did  ufually 
refort,  and  heard  them  frequently  dif- 
eourfe  of  the  Interefi  of  England ,  Ballance 
of  Europe ,  Exorbitant  Growth  of  France , 

Danger 
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Danger  of  Popery ,  Prerogative  of  the  Crown , 
Rights  of  the  People ,  Power  of  Parliament , 
Magna  Charta ,  Religion ,  Liberty ,  Property , 
Commerce ,  Navigation ,  and  the  like,  he 
was  fo  charm’d  with  the  Sound,  that 
without  troubling  his  Head  in  the  leaft, 
about  the  true  Meaning  of  thofe  Terms, 
he  got  a  reafonable  Quantity  of  ’em  by 
Heart,  which  he  repeats  at  Random 
in  all  Company  :  And  has  in  a  great 
Meafure  perfwaded  himelf  into  a  Be¬ 
lief,  that  his  being  fo  often  in  the  Room 
where  thefe  Gentlemen  ufed  to  talk, 
is  Reafon  enough  for  him  to  under- 
ftand  the  Matter  as  well  as  they  did* 
Like  Bejfus  the  Centurion ,  of  whom  a 
certain  Author  of  great  Antiquity,  writes, 
that  he  fancied  himfelf  to  be  unmeafura- 
bly  valiant,  becaufe  he  happen’d  once  to 
march  along  with  an  Army  of  Fifty 
Thou  fa  nd  gallant  Lacedemonians .  Or  that 
other  extraordinaryPerfon,I  think  his  name 
was  Rhodomontadoides  mention’d  fome» 
where  by  Strabo ,  who  having  but  a  bare 
promife  once  ot  feeing  the  Roman  Senate 
in  a  full  Houfe,  it  fo  tickl’d  his  Fancy,  that 
he  already  believed  himfelf  wife  enough 
to  prefcribe  Laws  to  the  whole  Empire. 

I  mu  ft  not  undertake,  O  wife  Man,  to 
inform  you  exactly,  what  Religion  he 
is  of ;  for  though  he’ll  (hake  the  Par- 
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Parfon  of  the  Parifh  familiarly  by  the 
band ;  make  him  a  reverend  Bow  as  he 
palfes  by,  and  follow  him  fometimes  to  the 
Church,  yet  he  declares  publickly,  that 
he  cannot  be  reconcil’d  to  the  Church- 
Wardens ,  for  Suffering  the  Pulpit  to  ftand 
too  high,  or  rather  for  fuffering  the  Pew  to 
ftand  by  the  Pulpit. 

Prophanefs,  and  Immorality  are  what 
he  cannot  juftly  be  tax’d  with:  For  he  has  a 
difcreet  Woman  to  his  Wife,  who  keeps 
a  very  ftri£fc  Hand  over  him,  and  by  giving 
him  now  and  then  due  and  wholfome 
Cprre&ion,  makes  him  live  within  decent 
Bounds:  For  which,  tho’  he  dares  not 
mutter  a  Syllable  within  her  hearing,  for 
fear  of  the  Strapado ,  he  rails  moft  bitterly 
at  Petticoat  Government,  behind  her  back ; 
and  fays,  it  is  a  burning  fihame,  that 
Women  fhou’d  be  fuffer’d  to  have  fo  great 
a  fway,  when  there  are  fo  many  Good 
Men  in  Germany. 

One  thing  [  had  like  to  have  forgot, 
and  that  is,  his  moft  profound  Skill 
in  the  Rules  of  Motion,  efpecially  that 
Branch  of  it,  that  relates  to  Dancing , 
which  he  defines,  An  Epitome  of  all  human 
Learning.  And  X  am  told  by  an  Inti¬ 
mate  of  his,  that  he  has  now  ready 
for  the  Prefs,  feveral  curious  Eflays  upon 
the  feveral  Parts  of  that  truely  Noble, 
and  Comprehenfive  Science,  wherein  he 

proves 
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proves  by  Arguments  Phifical,  Mufical  and 
Mathematical,  that  Dancing  is  not  only 
the  Primum  Mobile  of  all  Arts  and  Sciences  ; 
but  that  the  Motion  of  the  Sun,  Moon, 
and  other  Celeftial  Bodies,  is  but  a  fort 
of  a  Chefhire  Round,  which  they  dance 
to  the  Mufick  of  the  Spheres .  And  more¬ 
over,  that  the  Principal  feat  of  human 
Souls,  efpecially  thofe  of  the  fair  Sex,  is  in 
the  Heels,  of  which  he  gives  this  as  an  ex¬ 
perimental  Deroonftration,  that  whenever 
you  take  a  Woman  fa  ft  hold  by  them,  Yis 
ten  to  one  but  her  Soul  is  your  own  ; 
Befides  feveral  other  new  and  valuable 
difcoveries,  too  many  to  be  inferted  here, 
which  I  pafs  Euphonic v  gratia,  to  come  to 
his  Profeflion. 

This  was  lately,  what,  in  fome  Senfe, 
might  be  term’d  Martial ;  for  he  was  a 
Sergeant  in  the  Militia ,  and  in  a  fairway 
of  mounting  in  time  to  the  Dignity  of 
Provofi,  but  having  a  natural  Averfion  to 
that  French  familiar  Way  of  hitting  one 
another  moft  Ungentleman  like  Plows,  too 
frequent  amongft  Military  Men,  he  judi-> 
cioufty  laid  2fide  his  Halberd ,  and  is  now 
faluted  by  the  Name  of  Doll  or. 

I  cannot  omit  inferring  here,  that  fome 
have  induftrioufly  fpread  a  report,  that  he 
formerly  had  got  his  living,  as  his  Father 
had  done  before  him,  by  Subverting,

and  New  Modelling  the  Antient  Con- 
ftitution  of  Englijh  Beards  in  Churchy 
and  State ;  And  was,  what  we  vulgarly 
call,  a  Barber ,  from  the  Latin  word  Barba% 
which,  according  to  fome  Authors  of 
Note  and  Antiquity,  Signifies,  you  know, 
that  portion  of  hair,  that  grows  upon  hu¬ 
mane  Faces.  But  I  do  Bona.  Fide ,  look 
upon  this  part  of  the  ftory  to  be  altogether 
JlpocriphaL 

As  to  his  prefent  Circum  fiances,  I  can 
vouch  for  him,  that  he  is  above  all  fuch 
Calumnies,  and  in  a  fair  way  of  foon  ha¬ 
ving  the  Whip  hand  of  all  the  Maligna  nts 
that  oppofe  him  ;  For  he  has  not  only  a 
ProfpetL  of  being  Beadle  of  his  Parifh,  if 
the  Church  Wardens  will  but  approve  of  his 
Eleftion  ;  But  has  already  a  Magifterial 
Recipe ,  with  which  he  does  not  doubt,  if 
if  you  believe  his  printed  Bills ,  to  cure 
all  fuch  of  our  Countrymen,  as  are  trou¬ 
bled  with  the  Heart-burn ,  and  Grumblings 
in  the  Gizzard,  provided,  they  will  but 
religioufly  abltain  from  mentioning  the 
two  fatal  Words,  Nantz ,  and  Bourdeaux , 
which,  with  immenfe  labour  and  ftudy, 
he  has  lately  difcover’d,  to  be  impregna¬ 
ted  with  an  occult  Quality  highly  de« 
ftru£l:ive  to  the  English  Commerce . 

He 
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He  extolls  to  the  very  Sky  his  new  Me* 
thod  of  preparing  Steele*Ptlis,  with  which 
he  propofes  in  Time  to  open  all  the  ob- 
ftru&ed  Spleens  of  this  Nation.  This  is  alfo 
a  Narcotick  and  a  Noflrum  :  But  his  Ar~ 
canum  Magnum  is,  his  Emplaflrum  fro 
Nucha ,  which,  I  am  fully  fatisfied,  is  a 
Specifick  Catholicon  for  all  Diftempers  if 
rightly  applyed,  and  tyed  on  Secundum 
Artem  under  the  left  Ear.  This  he  has 
ftudied  ex  profeffo  for  the  prefent  eafe,  and 
relief  of  fuch  of  his  Friends  as  are  not 
very  well  in  their  Minds;  ^nd  I  hope 
they  will  find  the  Benefit  of  it  :  It  is  a 
Noble  Preparation  of  Hemp-feed,  which 
he  holds  to  be  that  true  Seed  of  the  right 
female  Fern,  fo  mightily  cryed  up  by 
Modern  Philofophers. 

All  thefe  great  points  thus  duly  pre¬ 
mis’d  it  is  not  improbable,  but  that  in 
the  Frontis-piece  of  a  well  bound  Book, 
You  may  one  of  thefe  days,  meet  with 
this  Great  Man’s  Vera  Effigies,  handfome- 
ly  cut,  and  underneath  it,  his  Name 
lfaacus  Bickerflaffim  printed  at  full  Length 
with  an  Anno  /Etat.  &c.  and  the  additio¬ 
nal  Title  of  Medic  us :  Which  be  may  very 
well  do,  if  what  a  modern  Critick  of 
ftupendious  Erudition  obferves  in  his 
Annotations  upon  Horace ,  be  true,  that 
the  Words  Medicus ,  and  Madicus  were 

antiently 
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antiently  ufurp’d  by  mod  ofth t  Arabian 
Writers,  to  fignify  the  felf  fame  thing, 
tho’  of  late  Days  they  are  quite  of  a  dif¬ 
ferent  Acceptation. 

Having  thus  far,  mofi  Venerable  Sage, 
trefpafs’d  upon  your  Patience,  and  given 
you  fuccin&ly  fuch  Items  as  were  abfolute- 
ly  necelTary,  I  think  my  felf  oblig’d  to  ac¬ 
quaint  you  what  Opinion  feme  Perfons 
have  conceived  of  you  and  of  your  late 
Behaviour ,  and  Correfpondence  with  the  In* 
tmitable  Mr.  Bicker  fluff. 

There  are,  I  can  affure  you,  who  with 
Confidence  have  reported,  That  your  new 
Acquaintance  has  debauch’d  your  Princi * 
pies,  and  fince  his  declaring  himfelf  of  the 
Profeffiori,  he  has  given  you  fome  bewitch - 
ing  Ph  Iter,  by  which  he  has  gain’d  an  ab- 
folu teAfcendant  over  your  Will  and  Under* 
Jlanding ,  and  inftill’d  fuch  Notions  into  you 
as  are  altogether  Heterodox ,  Antimonarchi * 
cal ,  and  unworthy  of  yourChara&er.  It  has 
beenfpread  Abroad,  that  like  Sir  Syd/ophel 
of  old,  he  has  perfwaded  you,  that  the  Clouds 
wtveenchanted  Castles,  fill’d  with Arms,Am- 
munition ,  Magick  Spells ,  and  Sorcerers ,  and 
that  with  Squibs  and  Crackers ,  and  Stink - 
Pots, you  have  attempted  toDemohjb  them.  I 
wifh  I  cou’d  recount  all  the  Stories  told 
concerning  you;  how  many  ridiculous 
Pamphlets  you  have  wrote  ;  what  Pranks 
v  you 
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you  have  plaid,  what  Goods  you  have 
aifpos’d  of,  how  many  Sorts  of  Strong-Wa¬ 
ters  you  are  ufed  to  drink  in  twenty  four 
Hours,  and  who  has  been  forc’d  to  pay  the 
Reckoning  ;  what  Deliriums  you  have  run 
into ;  how  you  have  alferted,  that  every 
Man  in  England  is  accountable  to  you,  and, 
as  the  Reprefentative  of  the  whole  British 
Nat  ion  y  have  drawn  up  Memorials  concern¬ 
ing  Her  Majefty’s  Male  Adminiflration,  and 
in  the  Name  of  all  Her  Subjects ,  demanded 
JuJlice  of  Her  againft  Herfelf.  One  Thing, 
Sir,  I  more  particularly  remember  they 
faid  of  you,  and  which  is  fcarcely  poffible 
to  be  believ’d,  that  you  attempted  to  make 
an  Englishman  of  Teague.  It  is  ftrange,  fays 
I  to  fome  Gentlemen  who  were  talking  af¬ 
ter  this  Manner,  how  one  Man  may  be 
miiiaken  in  another.  I  remember  this  ol4 
Man,  he  was  one  of  my  Patients  but  lit¬ 
tle  did  I  think  he  was  fuch  a  dangerous  Per- 
fon  as  you  have  reprefented  him  ;  he  al¬ 
ways  appear’d  to  me  a  good-natur’d,  focia- 
ble,  facetious  Gentleman,  and  indeed  I 
took  him  for  one  of  thole  old  H  its,  who 
are  naturally  very  coftive ,  fuch  as  1  have 
often  met  with  in  the  Courfe  of  my  Prac¬ 
tice  ;  for  befides  his  being  fubjeft  to  a  Ft- 
jlula  and  Flux  of  the  Hemorrhoids ,  the 
Spinttter  of  the  Anus  was  broke  with  the 
immoderate  Ufe  of  Support  or  i'es.  An  Hu- 
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morifi  he  was  indeed,  ’tis  true,  and  fome- 
what  too  tenacious  of  his  own  Opinion  ; 
but,  fetting  that  afide,  I  don’t  know  I  have 
met  with  a  Man  of  late  Years,  which 
feenv’d  to  be  more  entertaining  and  inof- 
fenfive  Converfation  ;  efpecially,  fays  I,  in 
the  back  Room  at  Button’ s. 

I  told  them,  how  you  had  feen  King 
Harry,  the  laft  of  that  Name,  in  Hanging- 
Sleeves;  of  your  firft  Appearance  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Learning,  about  March 
laft  ;  and  how  at  thefe  Years  you  had  con- 
fecrated  your  Studies  to  the  Service  of  the 
Ladies :  In  fhort,  Sir ,  I  conceal’d  nothing 
that  would  tend  to  your  Advantage,  or 
take  off  the  Calumnies  that  I  was  con- 
fcious  were  the  inhofpitable  Endeavours 
of  wicked  Men  to  blacken  you ;  and  I  now 
tauft  beg  your  Leave  to  proceed  regularly, 
and  to  knot  the  Thread  of  my  Story  where 
I  broke  it  off  in  the  Beginning. 

‘  Mr.  Bicker (lajf  was  fcarce  leated,  when 
‘  turning  himfelf  abruptly  to  the  Company; 
4  Gentlemen,  fays  he,  This  is  a  wonderful 
4  Age  we  live  in,  and  a  great  many  moft 
‘  furprifingThings  are  daily  to  be  met  with 
‘in  it,  which  efcape  the  Obfervation  of 
*  us,  that  are  Learned,  and  yet  are  taken 
4  Notice  of  by  the  illiterate  People  of  low 
4  Life.  Mr.  S/y,  the  Attourney,  is  juft  ar¬ 
rived  from  London .  •  and  has  put  me  in 

‘  mind 
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*  mind  of  two  tnoft  remarkable  Things, 

*  which,  tho’  I  have  rid  that  Way  above  a 
‘  dozen  Times,  I  never  refle&ed  on  before. 

‘  The  one  is,  that,  by  exaft  Calculation,  he 
‘  has  found  the  Road  from  London  to  Bath, 

*  to  be  every  whit  as  long,  as  that  from 
‘  Bath  to  London.  The  other,  that,  let 
‘  the  Weathef  be  never  fo  uncertain,  the 
‘  Weathercock,  for  the  molt  Part,  points  to 
‘  that  Corner  thatthe  Wind  blows  from. 

‘  A  third  Thing  he  likewife  told  me, 

‘  and  indeed  the  mod  Material  of  all ;  but 
‘  I  made  fuch  hafte  to  come  and  acquaint 
‘  you  with  it,  that  I  vow  and  profefs, 

‘  I  have  quite  forgot  what  it  was  .•  And 
‘yet,  if  my  Memory  does  not  fail  me,  it 
‘  was  of  the  greateft  Confequence  to  this 
‘  City  of  Bath,  of  any  perhaps,  that  has 
‘  happen’d  fince  the  Revolution.  But  alas  !

‘  Reafon,  That  the  longer  we  live,  the 
‘older  we  grow.  In  fhort,  Gentlemen, 
‘  Quod  dixi,  dixt ;  I  told  you  my  Author, 
<  Hifce  Oculis  audivi.  You  may  ask  him, 
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*  he  is  of  Age,  and  an  Attorney \  who  woifd 

*  no  more  teU  an  Untruth,  than  any  one 

*  of  his  Profeflion. 

4  The  World,  I  hope,  will  allow  that  I 
c  am  a  Learned  Man ,  and  a  Wife  Man  ;  and 

*  will  always,  I  believe,  lay  that  Strefs  up- 
4  on  my  Sayings ,  as  not  to  put  any  other 
4  Body’s  whatfoever  in  Competition  with 

*  them,  without  the  leaft  Detriment  to 
4  Characters,  or  Profeffions.  Befides,  dato, 

*  fed  nonConceJfo}  that  I  have  forgot  it,  the 

*  raoft  you  can  make  on’t,  is,  that  fuch  ex- 
4  traoroinary  Wits  as  mine,  are  generally 
4  attended  with  the  Want  of  Memory,  for 
4  which  howev  er,  that  of  fotid  Judgment 
f  does  always  make  ample  Attonement. 

And  now  perhaps,  Sir,  when  this  Letter 
comes  to  be  printed,  it  may  be  expeded, 
that  I  fhould  make  good  my  Promife  in  the 
Title  Page ,  concerning  the  Reception  of 
your  Prefent ,  and  what  An  fiver  the  Compa¬ 
ny  return’d  to  this  more  than  common  Rhe¬ 
torician .  Pardon  me,  0  courteous  Reader,  for 
already  detaining  thee  fo  long ;  it  is  better 
For  both  you  and  me  to  be  at  Reft,  af¬ 
ter  we  have  trayePd  lovingly  together 
for  fo  many  tedious  Pages .

I  am  not,  I  am  fenfible,  the  firft  Modern 
who  has  fell  fhort  of  his  Title  Page ;  diverfe 
and  fundry  Examples  have  I  before  my 
Eyes,  pf  Poets ,  Criticks,  Commentators ,  Phi - 
lofophers,  and  Politicians ,  who  have  play’d 
the  fame  Game  in  all  Places  and  in  all  Ages 
of  the  W i orld.  Several  Precedents ,  rnoft  Learn¬ 
ed  Sage,  could  I  deduce  out  of  your  own 
Works ,  and  the  Lucubrations  of  Mr.  Bick¬ 
er (tajf,  of  Matters  begun,  but  never  ended, 
done  and  undone,  to  the  Surprife  of  all 
your  Readers  ;  of  Acts  of  Parliament  prov’d 
unalterable,  by  the  fame  Power  that  made 
them,  in  an  Advert  ifement,  and  dropt,  be- 
caule  it  was  High  Treafon  to  after  t  it  upon 
the  Publication  of  the  Crijis.

And,  a  si  do  not 
queftion,  but  you  will,  for  the"  Publick 
Good ,  and  your  own  Credit ,  be  at  the 
Charges  of  Reprinting  this  Authentic k 
Monument  of  your  Liberality ,  fo  I  defire, 
there  may  be  Copies  enough  to  furnilh 
every  Family  in  England  with  one.  And 
becaufe  other  Nations  may  alfo  reap  the 
Benefit  of  your  Labours ,  I  have  not  only 
prevail’d  with  my  Learned  Acquaintance , 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Griffith  Evans  ap  Rice ,  Profeffor  of 
the  Cambrian  Tongue  at  Oxford,  to  tranflate 
them  into  Welch ,  but  have  fent  alfo  Copies
